REMARKS 

At the time the current Final Office Action was mailed, claims 1-40 were pending. 
The Examiner rejected claims 1-10, 15-16, 25-26, 29-30, 32-33, and 37-40. The 
Examiner allowed claims 11-14 and objected to claims 17-24, 27-28, 31, and 34-36. By 
this response, Applicants have amended claims 17-19, 27, 31, and 34. Claims 1-10, 15- 
16, 25-26, 29-30, 32-33, and 37-40 have been canceled. Accordingly, claims 11-14, 17- 
24, 27-28, 31, and 34-36 are currently pending. 

Allowable Sub ject Matter 

In the Non-Final Action, the Examiner allowed claims 11-14 and indicated that 
claims 417-24, 27-28, 31, and 34-36 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all the 
recitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Accordingly, claim 17 has been amended to include the recitations of claims 8 
and 10 and claim 18 17 has been amended to include the recitations of claims 8 and 15. 
Additionally, claim 19 has been amended to include the recitations of claim 1. 
Furthermore, claim 27 has been amended to include the recitations of claims 25 and 26 
and claim 31 has been amended to include the recitations of claim 25. Finally, claim 34 
has been amended to include the recitations of claim 33. As such, claims 11-14, 17-24, 
27-28, 31, and 34-36 are believed to be in condition for allowance. 
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While the Applicants do not concede the correctness of the rejections set forth in 

the Non-Final Office Action, the Applicants have chosen to place the application in 

condition for allowance. As such, claims 1-10, 15-16, 25-26, 29-30, 32-33, and 37-40 

have been canceled. The Applicants reserve the right to pursue the canceled claims in a 

continuation application. 
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Conclusion 

The Applicant respectfully submits that all pending claims are in condition for 
allowance, and an indication of allowability is earnestly solicited.
